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A MANY-SIDED WORK 

On December 1, 1920, The National 
Indian Association completed forty-one 
years of work for the Indians of our 
country. The activities of the Associa- 
tion and its Auxiliaries and Branches 
include 

Religious Work 

Direct undenominational teaching of 
religious truths in places where no 
Christian instruction is given by any 
other agency. 

Educational, Humanitarian, Medical 
and Industrial Work 

Gathering of Indian children into 
schools ; providing hospitals and dispen- 
saries, and homes for aged Indian wo- 
men and for Indian orphans. Introduc- 
tion of industries among various tribes 
to help the Indians to a position of self- 
support. 

Policy. 

The policy of the Association is to give 
its missions, when well established, to- 
gether with the property attached, to 
the permanent care of denominational 



mission boards asking for them. The 
Association has done this pioneer mis- 
sionary work in fifty-three tribes and 
separated parts of tribes. 

Buildings Erected 

About sixty buildings have been 
erected. These include twenty-three 
mission cottages, five model cottages in 
Alaska (which led to the noted "Model 
Cottage Settlement" at Sitka), nine 
churches and chapels, six school houses, 
three homes for aged Indian women and 
orphans, two hospitals, one hospital cot- 
tage, a "fresh air" room, and other 
buildings connected with the work at va- 
rious mission stations. 

Latest Mission 

The Association's latest mission is 
among the Rocky Boy Band of Chippe- 
was and Crees in Montana. A mission 
cottage and chapel have been erected. A 
"fresh air" room has been furnished, 
where sick Indians needing special care 
can have the ministrations of our mis- 
sionaries. An evening school has been 
started for young men and older boys. 



and a kindergarten has been opened. 
The mission station is also a center 
through which the Indian women can 
find a market for their beaded work, 
thus helping them to help themselves to 
a position of self-support — one of the 
best ways in which aid of a material 
kind can be rendered. 

We earnestly solicit the aid of every 
American Christian and patriot in this 
work for our native Americans, a work 
which for forty-one years has been sus- 
tained without any endowment.
